Fire chief gives priority to 
North Wilmington sub-station

The feasibility study to determine 
police and fire needs has taken a 
new turn thanks to some input 
from Wilmington Fire Chief Dan 
Wandell. Chief Wandell told the 
Permanent Building Committee 
Tuesday though staffing would be a 
problem, his first priority is still a 
fire substation for North Wil- 
mington, 

"New facilities are nice. But the 
number one thing is the protection 
of life and property and how fast I 
can get there, 4 Wandell. When 
the fire chief talked to consultant 
Don Bliss, a fire chief from Salem, 
New Hampshire on Tuesday, he 
said it was his feeling Bliss agreed 
to place the substation as a top prio- 
rity for the town 

Ala joint meeting with selectmen 
December 11, consultant Po Put- 
nam told PBC members the town's 
first priority should be a joint 
police and fire station to increase 
the efficiency of both departments 
and keep maintenance and other 
costs down. A fire substation was 
needed, he said, but should be a 
lower priority because of the cost 
to keep extra staff at the smaller 
facility.

Jim Stewart talked to fire officials 
and learned they had indicated to 
the consultant their biggest need 
was the substation. An angry 
Stewart then asked for some 
justification for Putnam's recom- 
mendations and denranded publicly 
that PBC members and _ their 
consultant be present at the next 
meeting of his board. 

PBC members wrestled with the 
whole issue at a lengthy meeting 
this week, They were also sharply 
critical of Wilmington selectmen 
and the request for a joint meeting 
February 5 to review the con- 
sultants’ recommendations. 

"You tell them we'll meet with 
them when we're ready," al 
Bernie LaVita told his chairman 
Diane Allan, adding that his board 
wasn't under the sclectmen's con- 
trol. 

Allan appeared embarrassed that 
a "misunderstanding" had ocurred, 
but stood by the consultants’ find- 
ings and maintained that the town 
manager had been aware of the 
direction her board was following 
from the very beginning. She said 
her board was directed to look at 
the entire picture, including the 
need for a substation. The Request 
for Proposals, which is a guideline 
for the study, states that "This 
renovation/relocation project is 
intended to identify the present de- 
ficiencies and future needs in 
existing facilities and to determine 
areas of potential service improve- 
ments and cost efficiencies." Allan 
said if her board had been directed 
to just look at the substation, that 
would have made the job that much 
easier. 4 

Allan maintained that Putnam 
was just following the direction of 
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the board and that of the town 
manager and was not responsible 
for the current confusion. She 
added from day one it was clear the 
fire chief's biggest need was the 
fire substation. 

"That was never hidden. Every- 
body knew the priority was a 
substation (but) that is not what the 
ager's direction came down to 
be," she said. ; 
Much of Tuesday's discussion 
centered on a way to proceed with 
the study, Putnam said because of 
the additional input from Wandell 
and Bliss, he felt both the joint and 
secondary facilities were important 
to the town. He ruled out a sug- 
gestion “that they renovate the 
exisging fire station, saying the site 
Yaa for expansion. Wandell 
réminded the board this wasn't 
only a fire department issue but a 
police department issue as well and 
the space needs of both depart- 
ments should be met. All agreed 
that the ultimate decision on which 
option to pursue should be left up 
to selectmen and local residents. 

It was decided Putnam and Asso- 
ciates would draw some schematic 
designs for both a joint station and 
a fire substation, would research a 
site for the substation, and would 
outline the hard and soft costs for 
both facilities. Putnam said he 
could present his firm's findings to 
the committee on March 20. PBC 
members said, in that case, they 
would rather wait until March 26 
to meet with selectmen so together 
they can review the options. They 
stressed, however, they didn't feel 
it was their place to make a final 
recommendation or to determine if 
the town had enough funds to 
follow through with either project. 
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School phone bills 
show bizarre charges

An extensive amount of phone 
calls on school lines were ques- 
tioned by school committeeman 
Shirley Callan, who claimed last 
week the costly calls were im- 
pacting the school budget. Callan 
brought the issue to her board in an 
attempt to make members and 
administrators aware of the 
“abuse” and see that steps are taken 
to stop it. 

At an earlier meeting, Callan had 
asked administrators to look into 
the issue. Business Manager Peter 
DeRoeve told the school committee 
Wednesday that Callan's concerns 
were valid, He said as a result of his 
investigation, the administration 
was reinstating a policy of phone 
logs where personnel will have to 
log out-of-town calls and calls 
longer than ten minutes. Except for 
emergencies, no personal calls 
would be allowed on school lines, 
added DeRoeve. 

Callan explained that she, too, 
had done alot of research on the 
Phone bills, which date back to 
January, 1989, after finding that 
approximately 97 calls were made 
to Watertown from the West Inter- 
mediate School. She said she made 
comparisons between the North 
and West Intermediate Schools and 
looked for "patterns" at each 
school. 

Callan pointed out that each 
month the bill at the West was 
much higher than that at the North. 
For instance, in one month the 
West's bill was $375 while the 


Thieves 


Thieves broke into Lucci's Super 
Market in Wilmington sometime 
Sunday night and made off with the 
contents of the safe.

He said when 
the alarm is tripped in any school, 
custodians are supposed to make 
calls from their own phones 
Sometimes, he added, they make 
the call on the closest phone, which 
in each instance was a school line. 
He said administrators may have to 
bill the public buildings depart- 


ment for these calls. 
The business manager said he was 


unsure who made the calls to 
Multiquest but they were legiti- 
mate, though the phone company 
admitted the length of the call to 
Canada was in error. 

It was shown that the number of 
students and staff at both inter- 
mediate schools was very close. 
However, said Supt. William Fay 
the West houses extra programs 
like Project Enterprise, Project 
Ouweach, and SEEM, which could 
account for the higher bills at that 
school. 

Committee members supported 
Callan and urged school officials to 
find an explanation'for the high 
bills. They agreed with Callan 
while an emergency such as sick- 
ness in the family is a legitimate 
reason to use the phone, the pri- 
vilege should not be abused and fu- 
ture calls should not go unmoni- 
tored 

"This is not a violation of one 
month, It's a continuous problem," 
said James Demos, adding that 
maybe board members shouldn't 
Sign warrants until the issue is 
resolved in a "reasonable" period 
of time. : 

Member John DeMarco main- 
tained the board is entited to some 
kind of an explanation "in a timely 
fashion." When Andrea Paglia 
asked if there were alot of evening 
calls, Callan said there were, How- 
ever, she added, 90 percent of the 
calls were made during the day and 
it appeared that school staff mem- 
bers were calling "all over the 
state."

The state Department of Public 
Works has accepted a conceptual 
fifth lane plan designed by Bruce 
Campbell and Associates for the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Auth- 
ority.

Proposed budget 
cut called unfair

Speaking for Wilmington Family 
Counseling Service, Kevin Sowyr- 
da, president of the, board of 
directors, claimed a proposed cut, 
of $15,000 in the mental health 
account raises "a lot of ethical 
questions." 

"This agency has helped literally 
hundreds and hundreds of people 
in’ this community. It provides 
basic fundamental sefVices that are 
now, more than ever, needed in the 
town,” Sowyrda told this paper last 
week. 

Sowyrda was reacting to a vote of 
the Wilmington board of Health 
last Monday which cut $15,000 
from the family counseling budget. 
Health board members maintained 
the cut was unavoidable because of 
an increase in employee salaries 
and a requirement of the town 
manager that all departments 
reduce their budgets by ten percent 
for FY 1991. 

Sowyrda called the amount of the 
cut "disproportionate" since his 
agency seemed to be bearing the 
brunt of the reduction. He 


explained cuts should be made 
across the board rather than 
singling out one account. He added 
his agency's budget, which totals 
about $18,000, shouldn't be cut at 
all until all the "fat" is out of the 
town budget. 

"I can't believe they'd allow this 


decision to stand. This is a“ 


shameful vote,” Sowyrda said. At 


»the same time, he praised board 


Chairman Dr. Jim Ficociello for 
taking a stand against the action and 
‘recognized that the health 
department was under some 
financial constraint. 

The health department subsidizes 
the cost of counseling for 
Wilmington residents through a 
line item in its budget. Patients are 
charged a sliding fee according to 
their ability to pay. 

Sowyrda said he will meet with 
the board of health next week to 
ask members to reconsider their 
vote. In“addition, he plans to 
discuss the issue with the town 
manager to see if there are any 
other alternatives.

The 1980s were a watershed 
decade for the environment. Polls 
showed that Americans consider 
the environment to be one of the 
top five issues facing the country. 
While we can be encouraged by 
this new appreciation of the 
environment (Some may call it 
enviro-guilt), events during the 
past decade were not all positive. 

On the national scene, Ronald 
Reagan controlled the 
environmental agenda. Now let's 
be honest, the pollution of our 
land, air and water was not one of 
his priorities. The tone for his 
administration was set when he 
stated that trees cause pollution, 
The environmental initiatives, that 
did come from Washington usually 
were in spite of, not because of 
Reagan, 

The public became concerned 
about the effects of acid rain, Lack 
of presidential leadership, 
however, allowed a new Clean Air 
Bill to languish in Congress. 
Meanwhile, smoke stacks in the 
Mid-West continued to belch sulfur 
dioxide into the air, which fell as 
acid rain into New England's lakes, 

On the drinking water front, we 
saw amendments made to federal 
regulations to require more testing 
for more potential contaminants. 
By 1989, a total of 83 substances 
were being regulated 
Groundwater contamination 
focused our attention on the 
vulnerability of our drinking 
water. We became painfully 
familiar with chemicals such as 
TCE, PCB and EDB; a veritable 
alphabet soup of toxins. Some 
people became worried about the 
safety of their tap water and bottled 
water became a one billion dollar 
business Locally, both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
constructed water treatment plants. 
Improvements to our drinking 
water carried a high price tag, 
resulting in higher water rates, In 
spite of these increases, water still 
remains the least expensive utility 
to the average consumer. There 
was a new emphasis on protecting 
our water supplies either by land 
acquisition or aquifer zoning. 

Wastewater treatment became 
more expensive as the federal 
government phased out its 
construction grant program. The 
burden for treating sewage was 
transferred to the states and 
municipalities, The classic example 
is the Boston Harbor Cleanup with 
its six billion dollar price tag. 
Political stalling prevented this

Both Wilmington and Tewksbury 
made significant investments in 
extending their local sewerage 
systems, 

We became a disposable society. 
The U.S. threw away more than 
most countries consume. Each of 
us generated three and a half 
pounds of trash each day. The cost 
of getting rid of our waste 
increased dramatically as landfills 
were being closed. In Wilmington, 
for example, the current budget 
for rubbish removal is over one 
million dollars. By the end of the 
decade, new methods of solid waste 
management were gaining public 
acceptance Most local 
communitics had implemented 
some type of recycling program 

We were chagrined to learn that 
our homes were not sanctuarics 
from contaminants. Indoor air 
pollution was determined to be 
more’ dangerous to our health than 
more publicized sources like smog 
and toxic dumps. These insidious 
contaiiinants include radon 
formaldehyde, cigarette smoke 
asbestos and solvents. The EPA 
meanwhile continued to ignore the 
problem. Its 1989 budget had only 
19 million dollars for indoor 
pollutants compared to 1.4 billion 
dollars for Superfund. 

We also searched for a risk free 
society, which is not attainable 
Pollution hysteria became 
commonplace. As a result, the 
rational approach to environmental 
problems lost out to emotional, 
political decisions. Pseudo- 
environmentalists received much 
publicity, in many cases to the 
detriment of sound technical 
solutions. When truc experts spoke 
Out On issues or tried to defuse 
some of the hysteria, manyotimes 
they were criticized for being 
callous about the public's health. 

We came to realize that 
environmental problems transcend 
local boundaries. There was a lack 
of commitment from world leaders 
to address the global issues of the 
greenhouse effect, deforestation 
and depletion of the ozone layer, 
The U.S. failed to step forward to 
take a leadership role. 

We will remember the 1980s as 
the decade Mother Nature sent us a 
message. Did we get it?

Fortunately, editorial and 
public opinion are forcing overdue 
attitude changes. 

My office building is located on 
Route 38 across from the 
Marshall's Shopping Center. Each 
day.I witness scores of pedestrians 
from adjoining neighborhoods, 
condominium developments and 
the state hospital walking on the 
"sidewalk area" to and from the 
commercial establishments. When 
conditions are muddy, dusty or icy, 
they walk on front lawns or, at 
great risk, on the Route 38 
pavement. 

Needless to say, local planners 
missed a valuable opportunity 
during the recent building boom 
along Route 38 to require 
developers to build sidewalks from 
Tanglewood Avenue to Shawsheen 
Street. This oversight should be 
/remedied. The selectmen should 
place a high priority on budget 
funding to build a sidewalk along 
this heavily traveled pedestrian 
route. Encouraging walking 
would be part of the overall 
strategy by the selectmen and 
planning board to reduce 
automobile use on congested Route 
38. Also, it sends a strong positive 
statement to residents to promote 
physical fitness, conserve energy 
and spruce up Route 38's 
appearance,

your January 3, 1990 edition - 
questioning our support for the 
licensing of Seabrook Station. 

I respond by simply citing the 
following facts about this area's 
energy supply situation: 

* We face an energy crisis that 
could have a devastating impact on 

- the people of New England. Public 
demand for electricity in the 
region has increased more than 25 
percent in five years, while 
generating capacity has increased 
by just-eight percent. 

* Utilities havé invoked 
emergency procedures more than 
60 times the past two years. Last 
month we experienced. the first 
regionwide five percent voltage 
reduction in 15 years. In the words 
of one utility spokesman, "New 
England was one step away from 
rolling blackouts." 

* Nearly half of New England's 
existing major generating plants 
are 30 years old or more. 

* Massachusetts uses imported oil 
to meet 60 percent of its electricity 
needs, raising both environmental 
and national security concerns. 

* Our health and economy are 
dependent upon a reliable supply of 
electricity. 

Clearly, our region needs to 

‘ develop additional sources of 
energy. Solar energy has great 
potential, but our problem is 
immediate, and Seabrook Station is 
the only major new facility ready 
to provide desperately needed 
electricity to the people of New 
England right now. I encourage all 
concerned citizens to write to Mr. 
Kenneth Carr, Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission, Washington, DC 
20555.

Would it be possible to have a 
clarification of terminology which 
every committee, council, task 
force, etc. would agree fo use?

Frankly speaking 
; by Kevin John Sowyrda 

A greater patriot than I must have coined the phrase 
which recently came to mind, "Democracy has no 
greater enemy than apathy." If that is an original 
thought I will take the credit, but in any event it may be 
an accurate description of the local political climate in 
Wilmington. 

Wilmington's municipal election is just three months 
away and the race under the spotlight should be for two 
seats on the board of selectmen. Events of the past 
months have provided every opportunity in the 
political world for a challenger to unseat the one 
incumbent seeking reelection, who is presently fighting 
charges in court that he basically pummeled one of his 
colleagues in the headquarters of our local government. 

But my math tells me that a prerequisite for this to 
happen is a minimum of two competent candidates. To 
date, only one challenger has’ pulled papers for a 
selectman's seat, local businessman John Forrest. If the 
race remains as is, and hopefully it will not, Selectman 
Michael McCoy could be re-elected by default. 

What this lack of opposition indicates is a dangerous 
level of apathy regarding involvement in government. 
There is a trend here and at higher levels of public 
service that people just don't want to envison 
themselves serving as an elected official. Meanwhile, it 
is a small minority, perhaps a clique even, of people 
who make decisions that impact on our daily lives 

The board of selectmen is not the only committee 
which has thus far failed to attract a field of contenders. 
Three seats are up on the housing authority and there 
are still no official candidates. 

But if things were as they should be, there would be a 
multitude of men and women running for the board of 
selectmen. The first rea8on this year should be one of 
indignation. Wilmington has achieved an undesirable 
notoriety in the aftermath of one of its highest elected 

“officials committing a grossly violent and brutal attack 
upon one of his peers. This should leave any politician 
without credibility in the eyes of the electorate. 

But the voters need challengers, and they aren't 
getting them. The average person, especially where 
local service is concerned, sees public office as a time 
consuming nuisance which of late affords little 
appreciation from the public at large. 

In truth, the life of a selectman may not be all that 
glorious, and you might ask a few trustworthy board 
members to confirm that sometime. After you're 
elected a free night at home with the family quickly 
becomes a rarity. What becomes'a necessity is call 
waiting for your telephone. They'll be ringing you on 
every issue from the barking dog at the end of the street 
to the slippery road conditions. Even worse, you will 
be responsible for every other problem within the 
community; and Wilmington, like other towns, has its 
fair share. Harry Truman hada phrase for this; "The 
buck stops here." I call it "time for Alka Seltzer." In 
fact, pretty much the only worry selectmen don't have 
is where to pick up their paychecks. 

However, before we all get too discouraged with the 
lack of involvement in public policy, we might consider 
an attitude change which would promote more 
candidates as well as a greater respect for public 
service. If Joe Public had a greater degree of sympathy 
and appreciation for the public good servafits out there, 
potential candidates might realize that jumping into the 
political ring might not be as personally dangerous as it 
used to be. Something as simple as a group of neighbors 
getting together and pledging their support to an 
aspiring selectmen, not just during the campaign but 
thereafter when the real work begins, might be the 
motivation needed for a number of men and women in 
the community to get seriously involved. 


That same group of neighbors can hardly promise 
that the phone won't ring off the hook from time to 
time, but they can give something which is worth more 
than any campaign donation -- moral support.

James Hale died in Wilmington 
November 1, 1898. According to 
many he was unmourned and 
unsung. Jimmy Hale was the town 
drunk. Not many persons spoke of 
Jimmy, in the succeeding years. 

Jimmy, the writer feels, was a 
man who deserved some sympathy, 
even though, for 30 years there 
were residents of Wilmington who 
would turn’ up their noses, just at 
the mention of him, 

Born in Exeter, New Hampshire, 
he came to Wilmington about 
1845, when railroads in eastern 
Massachusetts were being con- 
structed, Jimmy, muscular, blond, 
was a stone cutter, a man who 
could take a hammer and chisel and 
split blocks of.granite. Such pieces 
of granite were needed to build 
bridges over brooks or over 
highways. 

Where Reading and Wilmington 
meet, near Interstate 93 is a bridge 
for Lowell Street, over the 
railroad tracks. Fifty years ago it 
was known as Death Bridge, 


because of the many secisens, 


there. 

Jimmy Hale, tradition says, cut 
many of the stones that were used 
for that bridge. One can go below, 
onto the railroad track and see 
those stones, 

He lived in Wilmington while he 
was a stonecutter for the railroad 
contractor, and that was how he 
met Mary Ann Eames, daughter of 
Nathan and Mary Eames, born in 
1827. Mary Ann and her parents 
lived in what is today the 
Richardson House, 280 Woburn 
Street, Wilmington, a house which 
tradition says was constructed in 
1737. 

Mary Ann and Jimmy made a fine 
couple. They were married May 
14, 1846. 

They built a home on Eames 
Street in Wilmington, across from 
the site today of Raffi & Swanson. 
Jimmy got a job as a stamp metal 
cutter in Woburn, 

Six children were born to the 
couple by the time of the Civil 
War, the last being Susanna, born 
Oct. 28, 1860. There are people in 
Wilmington today who can 
remember Susanna, better known 
as Aunt Suzy. She came home to 
Wilmington about 1952, and lived 
in the Callan house on Woburn 
Street near Wildwood. 

Thousands of men volunteered 
when the war started. James Hale 
being. one of the artisans from 
Woburn who volunteered as a 
group. They tried to enlist in the 
Mass. Second Regiment of 
Infantry, the first recruited in 
Massachusetts after Fort Sumter. 

Those artisans were not accepted. 
The Second Regiment was looking 
for young men. Five young men 
from the Butters Row area of 
Wilmington did join Company I, 
one of whom was Ted Butters, Ted 
died of wounds received at 
Gettysburg. 

The Woburn artisans, unable to 
enlist in the Second Massachusetts, 
joined the Henry Wilson Regiment, 
on August 10, 1861. One of them 
was James Hale, 35 years old. 

Henry Wilson was a United States 
Senator who was elected and 
re-elected many times. His 
regiment became the Massachusetts 
Twenty-Second, and he served as 
colonel for a few weeks, in a camp 
at Camp Schouler, in Lynnfield. He 
started on September 2, and on 
October 26 he was replaced by 
Colonel Jesse Gove, a regular army 
officer. 

Jimmy Hale was iri Company F, 
as were other Wobum men. The 
Tegiment was sent to Virginia, to 
the place known forever 
afterward as "The Peninsular." 

The idea was to march.across 
country for 80 miles, to Richmond. 
The soldiers had to keep away 
from the James River, for the 
powerful C.S.S.Virginia, formerly 
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The story of Jimmy Hale 


the U.S.S. Merrimack, a 
Confederate gunboat, was on those 
waters, General McLellan was the 
commanding general, a man who 
could arouse enthusiasm among the 
soldiers, but who rarely won 
battles. 

In the Seven Days, as it was 
known, the Twenty Second was 
engaged at a place called Gaines 
Mill. Eighty-four officers and men 
were killed or mortally wounded, 
about one-tenth of the regiment. 
Among them was Col. Gove. 
Eleven more were lost at the Battle 
of Malvern Hill. 

The Twenty-Second was in a 
number of battles during the next 
few ntonths. The first in which it 
was heavily engaged was at 
Fredericksburg, on the banks of 
the Rappahonnock River. 

The Union Army, faced by 
General Robert E. Lee with 
Generals Longstreet and Stonewall 
Jackson was completely defeated. 
About 12,000 Union: soldiers were 
killed at Fredericksburg. ‘ 

There was another severe battle 
at Chancellorsville, May 1 to May 
4. The Twenty-Second was not 
involved, but they knew the losses 
had been severe. 

Yankee officers, it seemed, could 
not out-general Robert E. Lee. For 
many Yankee soldiers the situation 
was depressing. 

The Confederates marched north. 
So did the Yankees. Just before the 
armies clashed, at a place called 
Gettysburg, President Lincoln 
made a change of command. 
General Meade was to command 
the Union Armies. 

But James Hale was not among 
those who heard the news. He, and 
many other Yanks had deserted, at 
Frederick Maryland, on June 29, 
1863. 

The penalty for desertion was the 
firing squad. Somehow Jimmy 
Hale not only got back to 
Massachusetts, but seemed to be 
welcomed. 

The Twenty-Second became 
heavily engaged in the thick of the 
fight at Devils Den, but Jimmy 
Hale was not there, He made his 
way back to his wife, Mary Ann. 

Jimmy resumed work in 
Woburn. Nothing seemed to have 
been said by other persons. The last 
child, Orin, was born in 1867. 

But Mary Ann left Jimmy. The 
date is unknown; but she went to 
live with her grandfather, 
Benjamin Buck. His home, the 
oldest in Wilmington, is on Buck's 
Hill, near Woburn Street. 

Benjamin Buck took care of his 
granddaughter and her children. 
Suzy became, in effect, the janitor 
of the East School, still standing at 
the corner of Federal Street. She 
would sweep the school every 
morning, and would start a fire in 
the stove. This she did for about 10 
years, when she left home to work 
in Haverhill. 

That was the tale she told in 
1952. The writer, Stanley Webber 
and Harold Melzar would have 
understood, but not many other 
persons, 

But Aunt Suzy was proud of her 
father. She understood how the 
soldiers in the Union Army could 
see no advantage in being killed 
because there was no suitable 
general to lead then. 

The Pearson murders was her 
best story. 

Martha Pearson, 30 years old, 
and her twin daughters, Lydia Jane 
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and Sarah Ann, each four years, 

two months and 24 days old were 

murdered by Daniel H. Pearson on 

April 10, 1849. Their home was 

off Andover Street, Wilmington, 

today it would be on the lawn of the 
home of Attorney Joseph and Stella 

Courtney. 

Neighbors gathered in back of the 
house on the next morning. No one 
dared to go in. Everyone suspected 
the worst. 

Jimmy Hale came up the street. 
He went to the back window, threw 
up the sash and stepped in. Inside 
he found mother and the girls, red 
with blood. 

It was Otis Carter who trailed 
Pearson to the railroad station. Otis 
lived on Glen Road, just above the 
railroad crossing. The first house 
above the railroad crossing is the 
site of the Otis Carter home. 

Daniel Pearson had repaired his 
shoes - put on a new sole. There 
was a conspicuous knife mark, as a 
result, and Otis Carter trailed him 
to the Wilmington railroad station 
by that cut, in the street dirt. 

Pearson had gone to Boston and 
then to New York by steamer. 

Lemuel Cobb Eames was the 
chairman of the board of 
selectmen. He lived in the 
farmhouse on Woburn Street, 
across from Wildwood Street. 
"Lem" as he was called by the hired 
men offered a $50 reward for the 
capture of Daniel Pearson (Those 
who went to church with him 
called him "Cobb"), 

He went to Boston and found 
Daniel Pearson, working as an 
hostler. He persuaded Pearson to 
go with him to "help capture the 
murderer," 

When they got off the train at 
Reading Otis Carter was waiting. 
(There was no railroad station at 
North Wilmington until 1851). 
Otis snapped a pair of handcuffs on 
Daniel Pearson. 

Pearson turned to Cobb Eames 
and said, "Lem, efen I'd a knowed 
you was going to do this you'da 
never left Boston!" 

Pearson was hanged, a few weeks 
later, in Boston. 

Aunt Suzy was proud of her 
daddy, the only person who dared 
to enter the Pearson home after the 
murders. She was proud of her 
daddy in other ways too. 

"You know" she would say, "He 
liked a spot of tea." 

And she would laugh, lightly. 

It was probably several years 
after the birth of Orin Hale that 
Jimmy and Mary Ann had their 
separation. She went to live with 
Grandfather Benjamin Buck. As a 
guess one could say it was about 
1875. 

Jimmy Hale ended up living.in a 
house on Hopkins street. It was on 
the northwest (Billerica) side, 
probably 1500 feet from 
Shawsheen Avenue. The writer 
knew it as a ramshackle house, 
which was torn down about 1955, 
It was replaced by a new home. 

To.say that it was ramshackle 
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when Jimmy was living in it is only 
a guess, and possibly a poor one. 
He did have a horse and wagon, and 
he did work, at least on occasion. 
But, more and more, he became 
an alcoholic. Possibly it was 
because he was labeled a deserter 
from the Union Army. The writer 
does not know. When the writer 
was young he heard (or overheard) 
of Jimmy Hale's drinking bouts 
from men who were employed by 
his father. "As drunk as Jimmy 
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chool at the corner of Federal and 
reets is one of four former one-room school 
standing in Wilmington. 
"Aunt Suzy" Hale was for several years 
paid to sweep out the school and tend the stove. 


This home on Woburn Strect in Wilmington was the 
childhood home of Mary Ann Eames, who married 


1846, Today it is known as the 


Hale’ was a phrase often used by 
them. 

Wilmington, in those days after 
the Civil War had its own 
Prohibition Law. The only liquor 
store was owned by the town, and 
run by the Nichols family at the 
corner of Wildwood Street and 
Middlesex Avenue. Once a year 
that family would report on how 
many bottles had been sold, and to 
whom. 
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Jimmy Hale and his friends, if he 
had any, never had their names on 
the list given to the selectmen. 

Jimmy, every few weeks, would 
make a trip to. Woburn, where 
alcoholic beverages were sold 
openly. That would always be ona 
Saturday afternoon. 

Capt. George and Mary Ann 
McIntosh lived on Main Street, 
Wilmington. They lived in a 
substantial farmhouse, halfway 
between Butters Row and junction 
of Main Street and Lowell Street, 
on the northeast side of the street. 

Every now and then, at about 
three a.m. on a Sunday Mary Ann 
would hear the hoofs of Jimmy's 
horse as he returned home from 
Wobum. She could hear the clop, 
clop of the hoofs as the wagon 
came over the hill at Butters Row. 

Mary Ann would get up, throw a 
shawl over her night dress and go 
Out to stop the horse. The horse 
would be unshackled and put in the 
barn. Mary Ann would rub it down 
and feed it, Jimmy would be in the 
back of the wagon, insensible. 

Then sometime after six a.m, 
Mary Ann would again hook up the 
horse, head him toward Shawsheen 
Avenue and give him a slap on the 
rump. The horse always got home. 
Jimmy would. wake up sometime 
afterward. 

The writer never saw Mary’ Ann 
McIntosh. His father from time to 
time would pay a visit to the lady, 
but the writer, a little boy, was left 
to sit in the truck, 

Mary Ann was a person who the 
community highly appreciated 
Whether or not Jimmy Hale could 
be counted in that group is not 
known. 

Jimmy Hale died some 30 years 
before the writer was born. In 
Wilmington he was not appreciated 
because of his alcoholism. 

But the writer has always had 
sympathy for him. A brave man, 
he was in the Union Army in those 
days when Abraham Lincoln could 
not find a general who could win 
battles. That didn't happen until the 
spring of 1864, 

The reader may call Jimmy Hale 
what he or she will, 

He wasn't killed in those battles in 
which he took part, and some will 
say he exhibited common sense, in 
deserting just before the Battle of 
Gettysburg.

~ Ice fishing is either hot or cold, 
never in between. 

Hot ice fishing means running for 
flags all day long, non-stop. Sunday 
was just such a day for my stepson, 
Jon, and myself, fishing on Flint’s 
Pond near "downtown" Tyngsboro. 
We ran out of bait, went to Dan's 
on Lake Mascuppic for more, then 
ran out of the replacements, too. It 
was fantastic, but we didn't catch 

*anything big. Mostly small fish, but 
lots of them. What a great way to 
spend the day! We hustled all day 
long. 

Cold ice fishing is more common, 
unfortunately. Those are the days 
when you get fo finish a good book, 
and get halfway through another, A 
half dozen shiners is too many on a 
slow day, even with five tip-ups in 
the water. Boooooring. 

(Did you think "cold ice fishing" 
had something to do with weather? 
Nah! There's no such thing as too 
cold for ice fishing. Never! Those 
of us in the Frosty Fraternity love 
the cold. We eat it up.) 

But there are ways to correct for 
a slow day on the ice. 

I've found; through endless days 
of trial and error, that fish move 
frequently under the ice. In open 
water, a hot spot usually stays hot, 
and if you find fish in a given spot 
one day, you can usually find them 
there tomorrow, if they're biting. 
If the fish don't bite, only a grenade 
will put fish in the bucket, 

But fishing is different on the ice. 
The fish, for some reason, seem to 
migrate around under the ice cap. 
A hot spot on the ice one day will be 
dead as a doornail tomorrow, while 
an angler a few dozen yards away 
will be hopping. It's interesting.

on Lake Mascuppic, said his bunch 
had fished that same spot on the ice 
for the previous three Sundays. He 
said they were busy only one day of 
the three, and the other outings 
were flat boring. They just lucked 
dut on derby day, when the fishing 
was hot and there was cash on the 
line at the same time. 

Ihad the same thing happen. Two 
years ago, I set up shop on the same 
lake, but I didn't have a single bite 
by 9a.m. So, I picked up my gear 
and took a hike, and settled on an 
open piece of ice further along the 
shore. And I hit it just right. 

We ran for a dozen flags in the 
first hour in the new spot, and we 
took three nice bass to the weigh-in 
table. One bass held on and took 
first place that day, which was the 
only time I've been "in the money" 
in four years of derby fishing. 

I went back to that same, identical 
spot the very next weekend for yet 
another contest, and it was stome 
cold dead. Not one flag, all day. 
Fish were caught in that derby, but 
I wasn't catching them. 

Which brings us to the'crux of the 
discussion. If you don't catch fish, 
MOVE! Somebody, somewhere on 
the ice, will be catching fish, It’s a 
sure bet. If the fish are biting at all, 
somebody is catching them. 


But if your spot isn't working, it 
makes no sense to stay put, Loyalty 
to your "favorite" spot is useless, if 
the fish aren't there. Not that they 
aren't biting, just that they aren't in 
the same place that you are. Fish 
move to different spots, different 
days. Wish I knew why, or how, 

That day the fish might be deep, 
or they might be shallow. For bass, 
ten feet seems to be the prime depth 
under the ice, but not always. 

One day, ice fishing on Peter's 


Hot spots aren't always 


Pond in Dracut, we bumped into a 
big crowd on the ice, unusual for 
the normally-quiet Peters. Seems 
we ran into a derby by the Methuen 
Rod & Gun Club. We didn't sign 
up for the derby, unfortunately, as 
my buddy Don and I were the only 
ones on the ice catching bass, and 
we hit them left and right. We were 
smack in the middle of the pond, in 
the deepest part of Peter's, and we 
had people coming by all day to see 
what real bass looked like. We were 
in about 15 feet of water, while the 
rest of the anglers were working in 
the eight to ten foot depth range 

For some reason, the bass were 
running deep that day. We "owned" 
the deep spot, and we subsequently 
owned the bass. Since then I've put 
tip-ups into deep water on Peter's, 
but I've never again found bass that 
deep, on that pond. 

You have to move. A power ice 
auger makes life easier, because the 
effort of drilling new holes is next 
to nothing. But even if you use a 
hand drill, or a spud, you've just 
got to move if the fish aren't there. 

If youf spot isn't producing, then 
somebody else's will. Go find it. 

Sa Ti Box --- 

This Sunday, look for another ice 
derby run by the Merrimack Valley 
Bass Masters club, again on Lake 
Mascuppic at the Dracut ramp. The 
starting time is still 7:30 a.m., but 
be on the ice much earlier than that 
to find a good spot. Entry fee is still 
$10 each, and the prize structure is 
the same as the January 7 event, See 
you there.

TLC for the elderly 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


“The people who come virtually 
blossom,” says Thea Gaudette, 
Program director of Somerset 
Adult Day Health Services in 
Reading. “They have new self- 
confidence because they're with a 
social peer group and they look 
out for each other.” 

Cookies in the oven, music in 
the air, crafts, games, and sooth- 
ing exercise are but part of the 
atmosphere of good fellowship 
which permeates the sparkling 
new facilities of the area’s only 
adult day program based on a 
medical model. 

The sunny, warm, cheery facili- 
ty - characterized by quict chatter 
and spontaneous laughter - 
embraces its clients from 8 a.m. 
until 4 p.m., Monday through 
Friday. It offers them a second 
home, an extended family of 
friends, almost all the benefits of 
nursing home care, and the securi- 
ty of their own beds at the end of 
each energizing day. 

“There are people living in 
nursing homes who really don’t 
need to be there - and wouldn’t be 
if their families knew there is an 
alternative way to give them 
care,” says Gaudette. 
~The day program is a godsend 
for families. In addition to support 
groups and counselors, it offers 
them peace of mind and a free- 
dom they haven't known for.a 
while. “It’s not like having some- 
body come in to watch someone 
at home because if that person’s 
sick and can't come, you have to 


take a day off from work,” says 
Gaudette. 

“It’s one thing to find a babysit- 
ter for a young child, another to 
have a teenage girl-come after 
school to take care of all the needs 
of an older person - who expects 
to order her around. 

Gentle exercises, focused on 
stretching, bending and moving, 
tun about half an hour every 
morning. “We’re not looking to 
build great aerobic capacity,” she 
says. “We're just trying to keep 
joints from stiffening up, to keep 
them mobile.” 

Crafts or other organized activi- 
ties follow; then lunch; then 
another optional organized activi- 
ty; maybe some independent knit- 
ting; a nap or so; whatever. 
Between 3 p.m. and 4 p.m., when 
things are really winding down, 
for those who must, there’s 
always a soap to watch. 

Special programs, speakers and 
visitors liven up an already full 
day: bowling, horse races, games, 
movies, popcorn and every week, 
a general multi-option plan. “We 
ty to hita little of everything dur- 
ing the course of the week, hoping 
we'll hit something everybody 
will enjoy,” says Gaudette. “If 
they don’t, it just comes off our 
calendar and we don’t do it 
again.” 

Together, Somerset day clients 
have written a cookbook, filled a 
charity basket, produced a 
newsletter. They've looked at the 
Physical and psychological 
aspects of aging; studied 
hypothermia, medication, self- 


hypnosis, sleep, and depression; 
participated in a mini-course on 
stress. “The less control you have 
over your own life, the more you 
feel stress,” says Gaudet. “And 
if there’s any group that has less 
control of their lives, it’s the 
elderly.” 

They write to young penpals, 
enjoy the company of Campfire 
kids, sing and play along with 
SEEM day care youngsters, look 
forward to visits from and discus- 
sions with Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational students. 

“They laugh and hoot at each 
other's ideas,” says Gaudette. 
“*You really did that? You put 
mustard plasters on? You rubbed 
camphor on?’ And when the 
teenagers express their points of 
view ...!” 


“Some families feel so over- 
whelmed by the 24-hours-a-day, 
seven days-a-week caretaking thal 
they end up searching out a nurs- 
ing home. If they knew that four 
or five days a week, they could 
have six or seven hours off to dc 
shopping or spend with young 
children, it would recharge their 
batteries.” 

Open since mid-September, the 
“alternative” program at the 
Somerset Nursing Home serves 
adults in Reading, North Reading, 
Wakefield, Wilmington, Stone- 
ham, and Lynnfield. 

The new “health” model pro- 
gram surpasses the best aspects of 
its “social” counterpart. “The 
‘social’ model is social,” says 
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Gaudette R.N. (rear, right) assist participants in "Adult Day. Health Center" programs at

“Here, there’s always a nurse 
on duty. They can get medications 
and treatments. We have oxygen 
available. We have a place they 
can lie down if they’re not feeling 
well or they're tired. 

“If someone is on a diabetic or 
no-sodium diet, we see they stay 
on it. Any kind of therapeutic diet 
is maintained, where if they were 
home, they might just eat any- 
thing.” 

In the course of a day, they 
monitor blood pressures, check 
weights and keep participants 
moving. Physical, occupational 
and speech therapy are available - 
as well as a podiatrist, hairdresser 
and barber. “We run the gamut of 
anything people might do when 
they get together socially,” says 
Gaudette. “We keep them 
involved in activities, both physi- 
cal and social - we feel one is just 
as important as the other.” 

Somerset day participants cook 
or bake two or three times a week. 
“It’s just as if they were in their 
own kitchen,” says Gaudette. “We 
don’t do the baking - they do. I 
think it’s one of their favorite 
activities, We do morning news - 
we talk about the day’s headlines 
and what it was like back in their. 
time. 

With students from Essex 
Agricultural School, Somerset 
clients aré into gardening, flower- 
arranging, seedlings, cuttings, 
spring. “We're trying to take 
interests they had earlier in life 
and continue them here,” she 
says. “So many people had their 
own gardens and puttered, and 
when they talk about that type of 
thing, they just glow. 

“We'd like to be able to give 
that back to them.” 

“As the social worker in the 
program, seeing families in a sort 
of crisis situation, I see how hard 
it is just to get some assistance or 
even a companion to alleviate 
some of the responsibility and 
stress on the primary caretaker,” 
says Nancy Saetta, who works 
with families to explore the finan- 
cial and physical options available 
to them. “It’s hard to get reliable 
help.” 

Gaudette and Saetta feel that the 
more the community can serve the 
elderly - through adult day care, 
nursing home respite care and 
support from the individual care- 
taker's employers - and the longer 
a permanent placement in long- 
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Where should you turn for the special 
help you need in a medical emergency? 
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Memorial Hospital ur Emerg 
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term care can be postponed, the 
happier the seniors will be - and 
the further the tax dollar will go. 

“The average nursing home cost 
per day varies, based on the 
accommodations,” says Saetta. 

“Depending on the facility, it 
ranges from about $125 to $165,” 
Says Gaudette. “That’s a far cry 
from a $35-a-day program. 

“I’ve worked in nursing homes 

my whole life,” she continues, 
“but I hate to see anyone go into 
one unless they absolutely have 
0.” 
“T’ve worked in nursing homes 
the last seven years,” says 
Saetta,”and I’ve seen the trauma 
of the adjustment period. 

“For people who have attended 
an adult day program, who have 
begun to be part of a community 
again, the adjustment is easier - 
because they haven’t been sitting 
alone in their little apartment. 
They've had other people close 
by. 
“People who have kept to them- 
selves for years come into our 
program and become participants 
rather than observers, learn to 
interact again - and to belly 
laugh.” 

“We do a lot of reminiscence. 
Those-whose short-term memo- 
ries are not wonderfully intact can 
pull on the long-term memories 
that are still there.” 

The group at Somerset ranges 
“all across the board” from the 
physically disabled and mentally 
astute to the physically able with 
other problems. The oldest is 88; 
the youngest, 39. They come by 
private transportation, taxi or 
wheelchair van - from every area 
of the community, Some live at 
home with spouses, others with 
children. Some depend on meals- 
on-wheels and home health aids. 
Others come for the company and 
stimulation. 

Anyone over the age of 18 is 
eligible. The admission procedure 
includes an interview, formal 
application and physician’s con- 
sent. The 18-year-old ‘clients may 
be self-paying or Medicaid-cligi- 
ble. 
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who just a few short years ago 
was one of the best goal tenders in 
the NHL (with the Boston Bruins, 
of course), he is presently work- 
ing as a tradesman and living on 
the North Shote. We've heard 
from a:few friends and sports fans 
who say that if there is a baseball 
players’ strike in the major 
leagues this year, they won't 
much care.

Apparently, not too many 
drivers in this state care about the 
pig’s sty they are creating.

“When we do an activity, we 
maximize each person’s ability - 
everybody gets a piece of the 
pic.” 


A multi-focused daily routine } 
runs from morning coffee and * 
conversation to mid-afternoon 
snack. “We do some readings of 
poetry or other issues in their 
lives. We talk about traditions 
revolving around holidays like © 
Christmas or Chanukah, special 
memories and feelings,” says 
Gaudette. 

“We have very few things 
everyone is required to do _ 
because we want this to be some- 
thing they all enjoy. The exercise 
program and special parties are 
the only things they must partici-‘ 
pate in.”

"Glory" Starring Matthew 
Broderick, Morgan Freeman, 
Denzel Washington, Cary Elwes.

A movie inspired by a weath- 
ered memorial on the Boston 
Common, A movie directed by a 
man who redefined the art of 
naval gazing when he co-created 
the series "thirtysomething.” A 


period piece made very much in 
the style of wide-screen epics the 
likes of which we haven't seen in 
20 years. It doesn't sound like it, 
but this could also be a movie we 
might well be calling a clasSic_a 
few years down the road.

allowed to fight for their freedom 
in the Civil War, and we are given 
a clear view of what it was like_ 
for them."And while the film fol- 
lows a conventional denouement 
in that there is a big build-up to 
the final battle scene, the more 
powerful moments are the little 
battles won along the way by the 
black soldiers seeking personal 
recognitions and freédoms. 
Matthew Broderick stars as 
Robert Gould Shaw, the young 
colonel who led the 54th 
Regiment of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Infantry into history on 
a pretty stretch of beach in South 
Carolina on July 18, 1863, Shaw 
was a gentle, retiring man from a 
privileged background who let 
himself in for more than he bar- 
gained when he agreed to lead the 
first black fighting unit in the war. 
But he was a resourceful man who 
was stronger, and foxier, than we 
would haVe first imagined. Using 
a clever, slightly wicked sense of 
humor, he was not above using his 
daddy's influence to help his men. 


It is Shaw's men who bring a 
denseness to the film, because on 
one level they are raw recruits 
who have to learn to fight as a 
team, to learn how to become 
men. On another, and more pow- 
erful level, these men have to 
fight the discrimination of an 
army that wants them only as 
underpaid laborers. Not to men- 
tion the dictums from the South, 
which stated that black soldiers, 
as well as their white officers, 
would not be captured and treated 
as POW's, but put to death. 

While Morgan Freeman adds a 
stabilizing force as the first non- 
commissioned black officer in the 
army, it is Denzel Washington 
who most rivets our attention. 
He's an angry, run-away slave 
who is as much a racist as the 
white men who taught him to 
hate, who helped turn him into a 
defiant and fierce soldier. When 
he is mistakenly caught as a 
deserter, he fatalistically whips off 
his shirt and angrily stares at 
Shaw while he ta 
That his back is s 
vious whippings is 
made more so by the single tear 
that finally, painfully, streams 
down Washington's face. Later, he 
is just as touching when he lets us 
sce the humanity beginning to 
creep over him during a prayer 
mecting the night before marching 
into what will surely be a losing 
battle, 

Broderick, in a role vastly dif- 
ferent from anything else we've 
seen him in, grows onscreen from 
an unsure, callow man to a deci- 
sive leader. There are not many 
actors who can make a point with- 
out opening their mouths, but 
Broderick can show us with a® 
glance, or a slight smirk, what his 
character is thinking. 


Zwick imbued this film with a 
lot of distinctive style, and while 
some of it comes across as a bit 
pompous, at other times he's able 
to intensify his story with a bit of 
camera wizardry. When Shaw 
returns from the brutal, chaotic 
Battle of Antietam, he is no 
longer an enthusiastic and idcalis- 
tic Boston Brahmin, Zwick 
brought his young soldier home in

an artsy dissolve from a gory 
amputation in a field hospital to 
the civility of a party in a Boston 
brownstone. The tableau-like 
styling of Broderick crossing -in 
front of the party guests, with 
only the wordless harmony of a 
chorus for sound, underscores the 
unreality of crossing from one 
world into another. 

Sometimes Zwick goes over 
the top with his chorus and mean- 
ingful panoramas, but he certainly 
gets his point across, as we have 
finally learned a history lesson 
that was shamefully omitted from 
our schoolbooks. The final irony 
comes via a long, hard look at the 
aftermath of that battle in South 
Carolina in which the 54th 
Infantry proved to be one of the 
bravest regiments in the war. 
These men finally achieved glory 
by being allowed to fight, kill and 
die - just like white men. You 
have to wonder, even if the cause 
is just, where's the glory in that?
